The new oonnoil elect has been having 

S uite a lively time aod the end is not yet. 

ince the municipal eleotion protests aod 
dieclaimeis have beep the role not the ex¬ 
ception, and no one can say what a week or 
a day may bring forth. Dr. Ming afld W 
T. Gibbard have dieolaimed < their seats, 
the former heoaose he hadn't the requisite 
property qualification and the latter is die- 
qualified by reason of an existing oontraot 
with the town. E. B. Lapum comes into 
Dr. Ming’s seat, and W.TH. Perry takes 
Mr.jGibbard’h place at the Board. Mr. 
Perry is in turn protested against on the 
ground that he has not sufficient property 
qnalifioation, and protests are also pending 
against oouns. Alexander and Madole. 

The ball was set in motion on Monday 
forenoon when the following gentlemen 
assembled at the oonncil chamber, and 
after taking the declaration of offioe were 
duly installed and confirmed in tbfttr 
respective positions by the town clerk, Mr. 
Joe. Herring : — Mat or — John Carson ; 
Kwve—Thomas Symington ; Deputy-reeve, 
W. D. Madden. Councillors—Dr. Leonard. 
8. R Miller. A Alexander, M 8. Itfadole, 
J. Aylsworth, W. Boyle, John Lowfy, W* 
H. Perry, E. 8. Lapnra 
It is customary at this meeting to ap¬ 
point auditors, and a committee to strike 
the standing committees, and then adjourn 
until evening, to allow the committee to 
prepare and submit their report for the 
consideration of the oonnoil. 

On a motion that Mayor Carson, Reeve 
Symington, Conns. Aylsworth, Leonard, 
and Lowry be a oommittee to strike the 
standing oommifctees for the year, the vote 
stood six to five in favor of it. The Mayor, 
using his perogative, caused a deadlock by 
voting with »he opponents of the motion. 

After considerable discussion the ootfncil 
adjourned until 7.30 p.m. 

EVENING HEBSION. 

Before half past seven o'clock, the hour 
for meeting had arrived, the council cham¬ 
ber was literally packed with ratepayers, 
who congregated in anticipation of the fan. 
It was the best attended meeting of the 
town conncil in years, awd let us hope that 
the interest stimulated by the present diffi¬ 
culty will be kept up, and that the tax¬ 
payers will continue to attend the meetings 
of the conncil, and watch what their repre¬ 
sentatives are doing for them. 

At half past seven, pursuant to adjourn¬ 
ment, the council came to order, Mayor 
Carson presiding, all the members present. 

Reeve Symington rose t© enquire if the 
Mayor intended to count the votes of 
Conns Alexander and Madole until the 
action against them was either decided or 
abandoned. 

The Mayor replied that he had already 
counted their votes in division and intend¬ 
ed to do so. 

By-law No. 532 tor the appointment of 
auditors was introcfuoed by Conn. Lapum. 

The Mayor appointed J. T. Grange as 
his auditor, and the remaining blank was 
filled in with the name of R. G. Wright. 
The salary was fixed at $15. The by-law 
was read a first, s* cond and third time, 
signed, sealed and finally passed.

He is Missed. 

Tamworth has been in a state of excite¬ 
ment over the outcome of an alleged joke 
which resulted in the death of Frank 
Tyner, the adopted son of John Tyner, of 
Balahack, a small settlement a short dis¬ 
tance from Tamworth. On Christmas 
night at a party held at the residence of 
John Tyner, a glass of whiskey containing 
i <y edition powder, intended for a horse, 
y*i\g given to Frank Tyner, by way of a 
joke. Tbe young man was taken ill the 
same night, and grew gradually worse, 
until death overtook him on the 11th inst. 
The symptoms of the case were such that 
led the attendant physician, Dr Clark, to 
the conclusion that young Tyner had been 
poisoned. He communicated his suspicions 
to others, and as a result Coroner Carscallen 
decided to hold an inquest. A jury was 
empanelled on Saturday, but adjourned 
until Monday to allow of a post mortem 
examination of the remains. The stomach 
was empty, but the kidneys were found to 
be badly diseased. The jury sitting on 
the case brought in a verdict that deceased 
came to his death from inflammation of 
the etomaoh oaused by a mixture adminis¬ 
tered at the hands of Jas Coughlin Mr 
Williams, whose name was associated with 
the case was aoquitted, as there was no 
evidence forthcoming to implicate him in 
the matter excepting oommon street talk 
Young Coughlin is missing, and his where¬ 
abouts cannot be ascertained.

Madden—6. 

Moved by Reevo Symington, seconded by 
Coun. Aylsworth, that the council adjourn 
until 7:30'p.m. Tueeday 

Reeve Symington in speaking to the 
^motion said that the men who were block¬ 
ing the business of the council must have 
some ulterior object -in view. It was a 
shame that the business of the town should 
be allowed to suffer to gratify personal 
animus. Thece committees had always 
been struck at this meeting, and it was 
necessary that they should be in the in¬ 
terest of the town’s affairs 

Coun. Aylsworth said in all his exper-. 
ienoe in municipal affairs he bad never 
seen the council in such a miserable Ax. 
This was n0 the manner in which things 
had been run heretofore. Older heads than 
any at this board had not managed things 
in times gone by in this way. This hag¬ 
gling and wire pulling was not business. 
It was child’s play—it was worse than 
child’s play. He was not a wire puller, 
and did not know what actuated some of the 
gentlemen to obstruct business as ?hey were 
doing. It looked to him as.if there was 
something behind the scenes — as if the 
whole thing had been prearranged. He 
hoped they would not get down to tbe low 
level of Kingston aldermen. Of course the 
men at the Board had a perfect right to 
their opinions, but they had no right to 
block the business of the town—to prac¬ 
tically stop the whole machine. He was 
surprised at the course adopted, it had not 
been so when he sat at the council in former 
years But perhaps they were older, 
wiser and smarter now. 

It was moved in amendment by Couns. 
Lapum and Beyle that council adjourn till 
the next regular meeting night. 

Coun. Lapum said there need be r 
hurry to appoint committees. The affairs 
of the town could be got along with until 
next regular meeting. The council would 
then know where they were at, and the 
protests against some of the members 
would probably be disposed off. 

The amendment and tbe motion were 
both put and declared lost 

Coun. Aylsworth said they had better 
take up tbe next order of business and pro¬ 
ceed to, consider tbe communications But 
he was struck with the absurdity of this, 
“what will you do with them, Mr. Mayor, 
we have no committees to refer them to.” 

Reeve Symington moved that the oouncil 
go on with the regular. order of business, y 

Coun. Madole said he believed that all 
this obstruction was occasioned because he 
was at the Board, and was aimed at him. 
He was prepared to tight the protest that 
had been entered against him to the bitter 
end. He could aaeure tbeeleotora of Centre 
Ward, a number of whom were present, 
that he wav there to look after their inter 
ests, and that no man who was not elected 
by their votes would sit in bis place. He 
was elected by tbe votes of the taxpayers of 
Centre Ward by a go *d majority, and was 
not going to be covfed off the track by 
litigation. He would leave the council only 
when the majority of the vot* s of the 
electors were recorded against him. AM 
this little petty annoyance was to satisfy 
some personal spite against him. He 
could assure the electors of Centre Ward 
that be would stand by to guard their in¬ 
terests even if the committees were not 
formed till the autumn of the year. 

Copn. Lapum was in favor of adjourning 
until the next regular meeting night. 

Conn. Leonard seconded Reeve Syming¬ 
ton’s motion to go on with the regular order 
of business. He submitted it was in the 
interests of the ratepayers to go on with tbe 
regular business and not to trifle with the 
affairs of the town as Coon. Lapum advo 
cated. 

The motion to go oo with the regular 
business was carried. The yeas and nays 
being called for, 10 voted for and two 
against it, viz : Lapum and Madden.

This is 
what tho Mail said of him at that 
poriod, March 9th, 1891: “His word 
unhappily is that of a man whose 
veracity is much impugned and who 
does not scruple to use stolen letters. 
It is too evident what sort of scene 
would be opened by his accession to 
powor. He is the prince of political 
cracksmen, no doubt, but we cannot 
afford to purchase ability even of so 
rare a kind at such a price as that of 
continued and increased demorali¬ 
zation.” 

Mu. Kenny, from.down by the ?ea, 
opened his mouth in the Houso of 
Commons on Friday and put his foot 
in it Ho attacked Mr. Laurier in 
language that was not only unparlia¬ 
mentary but ungentlemanly. He was 
called to order by the speaker, and 
after he had been raked over the coals 
by the members of the Opposition and 
a few Conservatives as well, he became 
so uncomfortable that ho arose to ex¬ 
plain that he didn’t say what they 
thought he had said, or that he didn’t 
mean to say what he had said. Find¬ 
ing this wouldn’t do he retracted what 
he did say and sat down a much dis¬ 
comfited man. 


Sir Charles H. Tupper’s share in the 
debate in th? House of Commons on 
Friday was confined to maligning the 
character of/Sir Richard Cartwright’s 
grandfather. The old gentleman is 
dead. His chief crime in the eyes of 
young Tupper seemed to be that he 
was one of a score of men who were 
ordered to be placed without the 
American lines, during the Revolution¬ 
ary war, as “neutral” and “equivocal” 
persons who might conspire against 
American liberty in favor of the Brit¬ 
ish crown. Sir Richard’s grandfather 
was 18 years of age at the time men¬ 
tioned and serving at the risk of his 
life in Butler’s corps. What possible 
bearing Sir Richard’s grandfather had 
on the fact that the Hon. A. W. Mc¬ 
Lennan, who afterwards occupied a 
place in the same cabinet as Sir Chas. 
Tupper, hud said that the elder Tupper 
was the “High Priest of boodling and 
corruption,” is hard to see. 



The wisdom of Mr. Laurier’s policy 
on tho Manitoba school question is be¬ 
coming recognized by his opponents. 
Hr. McNeil, the member for North 
Bruce, and a Tory of the Tories, said 
in the House of Commons on Friday :

Anyone who can bring such in¬ 
fluence to bear upon the Auditor Gener¬ 
al as to induce him to break through a 
cast iron rule ahould have no difficulty 
in getting it. 

In the meantime Mr. Sills will you 
give us the names of the persons from 
whom your collected license fees? Out 
with it like a man and tell us how 
much you collected from each. Surely 
you won’t be foolish enough to say 
that you are strictly forbidden from 
furnishing such information. If 
are forbidden why we’ll forgive you if- 
you only furnish the authority con¬ 
taining such a silly prohibition. 

We would likeaJsif to have our own 
Uriah Wilsontolook into the matter at 
Ottawa. Surely he can get us those 
names. Just try aud if you aro pro¬ 
hibited too, kindly give us your auth¬ 
ority for saying so, as we have a poor 
foolish fellow up here who signs him¬ 
self “Another Overseer,” and who in a 
moment of weakness when his keej>er 
was away ventured the assertion that 
your 60 -called Government down there 
prohibits the publication of the names 
of the individuals obtaining fishery 
licenses. 

BRITAIN’S STRENG1 H FROM AN 
AMERICAN VIEWPOINT. 

In an artiole on the Venezuelan ques¬ 
tion in the Brooklyn Eagle, Clarence Her¬ 
bert New, a well-known New York news¬ 
paper man, say a: 

A well planned, nervy bluff, when the 
other players are profoundly ignorant 
of the real strength of one’s band, may 
be sometimes a very valuable piece of 
diplom&oy, bat a bluff on weak cards, 
when the the bluffer sits with his back to a 
mirror which tells the whole story, is 
arrant stupidity and childishness. Pre¬ 
sident Cleveland, in his official capacity 
as supreme head of the American nation, 
has deolared to the British Government, 
through hie recent message to Congress, 
that unless England abide* by the de¬ 
cisions of & partisan commission, select¬ 
ed by him, including no English represent 
ation whatever and strongly swayed by 
Venezuelan coloring, the United Ktates 
Government will compel it to do so, by 
force of arms if necessary, this upon a 
question whioh solely concern? England 
and Venezuela, and in which the United 
States has neither national nor monetary 
interest. In the event that England 
ignores this manifesto and calmly proceeds 
with her own affairs there is but one way 
whioh the President conld possibly 
mako good his threat— by transporting an 
army of volunteers to Venezuela anil 
forcing tho British troopB out of thedisput- 
ed territory. There are three ways in 
which suoh an army could be transported 
in the event that it is possible XT secure 
volunteers for auoh service. 

One by despatching sections from the 
Atlantio and gulf ports in United States 
war vessels to the scene of hostilities 
(coast steamships in the merohant service 
would have to be bought outright from 
their companies before they could be u/od

goes, and tends to hold the coantry to¬ 
gether. There are other oitizens, who poor 
into eur sea ports at the rats of 260,000 a 
year from every other nation on earth, who 
incorporate into their naturalization papers 
a mental reservation eonoerning their old 
world nations, and consider such naturali¬ 
zation privileges as primarily a oat’s paw 
to serve their own end. There is an army 
of unemployed desperate from the straggle 
for existence, which eagerly weloome any 
change in the existing order of things— 
even a prolonged and terrible war—in the 
hope that it may win all by some daring 
stroke or lose every thing and so wind np 
the straggle. There are vast numbers of 
unscrupulous politicians who play with the 
diplomatio relations between friendly and 
estranged countries a* powerful opponents 
play chess to further their own ends, to 
ourry popularity, to dazzle unthinking vot¬ 
ers into giving them power without count¬ 
ing the cost. These classes are always the 
first to be moved by a popular sentiment— 
to lose their heads in an eostaoy of excite¬ 
ment. Bat they do not represent the vaet 
body of sober thinking oitizens who consti¬ 
tute the backbone and conservative strength 
of the country. This vast and usually sil 
ent legion of citizens have been doing a 
heap of thinking since President Cleveland 
evolved himself from that unknown lgnd in 
which he lost himself and dazzled the 
world with his borrowed patriotic fire¬ 
works. 

And they are now saying through the 
oolumus of the daily press, in mattering 
which grows more ominous day by day, 
that to insalt a friendly nation whioh buys 
more than one half of our total exports, 
which holds millions of American securi 
ties, whioh, by withdrawing? its steamship 
lines to this oountry and nsing them against 
us, could blockade every port waJAre, and 
all this in times of more JbittflBnanoial 
stringqpoy than we have khown'AWnoe the 
civil war, is a mistake-wh^h the'Alheriean 
people should repudiate wftQpot delay. A 
war with England means bankruptcy for 
the United States in both money and 
human life. Shalr we nnd%take it for no 
better reason than a boundary dispute be¬ 
tween two other countries, which is no 
more an affair of oars than was the Corinto 
affair last summer—or the present dispute 
between Franoe and Brazil ? And if we do, 
where is the matter to end ? War with 
England does not mean merely a defence 
of our own country. We are ready and 
willing to defend our homes when attacked, 
and could do so successfully. But the head

Tho right polity is the statesmanlike 
policy of conciliation, and not the un- 
British policy of coercion and compul¬ 
sion, as I foar we must describe the 
policy which has been announced from 
these benches to this House. The Gov¬ 
ernment of Manitoba has invited in-

dry docks, munitions of war, food supplies 
and armed forces. Scattered through the 
West Indies and along the Atlantic coast 
are powerful British warships of latest 
model and armament, exuaeaing in size 
and strength the entire available American 
navy. 

In the Mediterranean, the English 
Channel, South American, Australian and 
Chinese wa;or« are still more powerful war 
ships, and fan s which could be mobilizeu 
in the gulf And il Panama Bay inside of 
two weeks. In addition to the British 
navy there ana the swift and mammoth 
Bteamshipn of tho Cunard line (with a ton 
nage exceeding lHO.OOO), White Star line 
(tonnage exceeding 50,000), Anchor line, 
(tonnage exceeding llG.OuO), Peninsular 
and Oriental Steam Navigation Company 
(110 ships, 175,000 tone), Orient Steam 
Navigation Company (12 ships, (10,000 tons) 
Pacific Steam Ngvigation Company (H 
ships. 25,000 tons), Castle line (21 ships, 
05,000 tons), Union South African line (22 
ships, 70,000 tons), Royal Mail Steam 
Packet Company (113 shape, 00,000 tons) and 
two or three hundred belonging to the 
Glen, Japan, China.

The British 
army, ready for instant service, number*- 
about 1,030,000 lighting men ; tho British 
navy about 564 ships, and the British 
heavy armament about 675$ or 08C0 guns. 
The United States, including Alaska,- has 
an urea of about 3,806,000 square miles 
and a total population of not exceedi g 
C 3 , 000 , 0 ( 10 . 

The United States army numbers about 
28,000 men iu active fighting condition 
with a state guard contingent, which 
might bring the number up to 500,000 
firmed, equipped and ready to take the 
field, but not subject to service outside 
of the United States, and only volunteer 
service outside of separate states. The 
United States navy has at the outside 71 
ships, and our total heavy armament is 
700 guns. The above figures may vary 
slightly from year to year, but they give a 
fair idea of the proportionate strength of 
tho twd countries. In view of these facts 
and the further one that none of our 
citizens are accustomed to campaigning in 
pestilential trop[c countries, the President 
•hould know and every sober thinking 
citizen of the United States does know 
that to land Uuited States troops upon 
the soil of Venezuela and successfully defeat 
the force w hich Great Britain «Bould pour 
inside of a fortnight—especially when op 
posed by the cordon of fortifications aud 
war ships already referred to—is as utter 
an impossibility as it would be for the 
entire Amerioan nation to swim to Vene¬ 
zuela unaided. For the Chief Magistrate 
of the United States, is bis official capacity, 
to make such a threat to a friendly nation 
in tarns whioh are equivalent to a slap in 
the face, when the whole world knows that 
it is a sheer liupgBubility f or him or this 
oountry to carry them oat, is to first invite 
ridioule, whioh is death to our dignity as a 
nation, and then to seriously disturb the 
commorco and industries of the entire 
English speaking world. There is in every 
American citizen, especially the younger 
and irresponsible one, a pAriotio fallacy 
that the United Statos can easily whip all 
crOAtjon, regardless of the size, strength 
and territorial advantages of all other 
oountriee, whioh might have occasion to ; 
try it. ^

A Fatal Accident. 

Last Friday evening about six o'clock a 
dreadful accident occurred to Edward Mab 
bet, of Napanee, which resulted in the 
young man’s death. On the evening in 
question he met ids brother, who resides 
near Selby, and having nothing else to do 
at the time took a ride out with him on the 
Selby road to the other side of the railway 
crossing. On his way back a train passed 
him moving very slowly He grasped the 
brakesman’s ladder on one of the cars, yi- 
tending to ride down as far as the station, 
when in some unaccountable manner he 
was swung nnder the car, the wheels pass 
ing over both legs, a little above the nnkle 
of the right and-the knee of the left, crush¬ 
ing them terribly. The injured man was 
removed to t^e station, and Doctors Bis 
sonnettf and Ruttan quickly summoned, 
who did everything in their power to allevi¬ 
ate the poor fellow's suffering His wounds 
were bandaged up temporarily and he was 
removed to the Kingston General Hospital 
The hospital surgeons found that both legs 
were badly crushed, aDd it was found 
necessary to amputate them, one at the 
knee and the yther just below the knee. 

The shock proved-too great for his not over 
robust constitution and he died on Sunday. 

The hospital authorities aver that he w as 
one of the pluckiest men ever under surgi¬ 
cal operation in that institution. Deceased 
was an Englishmau and has been in this 
country for about 25 years. "He has work¬ 
ed in this district as a farm iahorer f<*a 
1 number of years, and wax mdustrons, 
respectable and trustworthy man. lie wa* 
in the employ of Mrs. Brindley, of Napanee, 
at the time the aocident occurred, and his 
remains were taken to her residence on 
Monday, and the funeral took place from 
the church of S. Mary Magdalene on Toes 
day to the Yandebogart cemetery. It was 
under the auspices of the Canadian Order 
of Oddfellows, of which deceased was a 
member. The impressive funeral service 
of the English church was performed by 
the Rev. Arthur Jarvis, assisted by the 
Rev Atkinson, of Selby. The choir of the 
church was in attendance and contributed 
several appropriate numbers. The crowd 
that followed tbo oortege to the cemetery 
wss very large, testifying to tne esteem in 
which deceased was held. Edward Mab- 
bet was an orphant, and from the Bellevil e

A Loss to the Profession. 

Bv the death of Dr. Kenneth N. Ken- 
wick, of Kingston, the medical profession 
of Canada loses one of her ablest and most 
distinguished members. He died a martvr 
to duty, contracting the disease which 
resulted in his death while performing an 
operation on a child patient in the General 
Hospital, on Thursday of last week. The 
child was suffering from an abscess, and 
when the doctor lanced it some of the mat¬ 
ter spread ever his hands. Deceased had a 
small scratch on his left hand, but as he 
washed his hands thoroughly after the 
operation thought nothing of it. Blood 
poisioning ensued . On Sunday the case 
was not considered serious, but on Monday 
the symptoms became alarming when 
the inflammation extended up to the elbow 
A number of city physicians were called in 
and a consultation held. Deep incisions 
were made to arrest the poison, but 
to no avail. The arm was gangrened-as 
far as the elbow and the patient’s condition 
grew worse, so much so that it was resolved 
to summon Dr, Roddick from Montreal by 
speoial train. When ho arrived Tuesday 
afternoon he immediately examined Dr. 
Fenwick”* condition. lie reported that an 
operation would be useless and made the 
sad announoement that the patient was be¬ 
yond recovery, remarking that a few hours 
would end his sufferings. He died at 10:45 
p.m,, Tuesday, after three days illness. 
Dr. Kenneth N. Fenwick was about 45 
years of age and a practitioner in the city 
of Kingston for twenty years. He was 
I’rofessor in Queen's Medical College, a 
member of the General Hospital profes¬ 
sional staff, and had an extensive praotice 
throughout the city. He was three times 
married. His third wile, a daughter of Mr. 
Bennington Macpherson, Ottawa, whom he 
married not m year ago, survives him. to. 
guther with four children. He was 
estimated to be worth £100,000. Few men 
have risen to the eminence in their profess¬ 
ion that Dr Fenwick uttained. His suc¬ 
cess is all the more remarkable when his 
age is considered. As a surgeon he was 
recognized as one of the first in the pro 
fission. He was well-known in Napanee, 
and his services wore often called into 
requisition in critical oases. 

The special train that brought Dr. Rod¬ 
dick to Kingston established a record. It 
consisted of an engine and one car. It left 
Montreal at 12,40 and reached Brockville 
at 3 10, doing the total distance of 125 miles 
in 2 hours and 40 minutes. At Brockville 
a halt was made, and engines changed. 
At 3.28 the engine pulled out of Brockville, 
arriving at Kingston at 4 10, ooverlng the 
distance of 47 miles in 42 minutes.
